Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 7 and 8 of the "Remarks" section of the response filed 
February 3, 2005, with respect to the rejection of claims 1 and 4-19 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over International Publication WO 01/55585 Al to Ogura et al. in view of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,338,747 to Kosco and being unpatentable over Ogura et al. in view of U.S. 
Patent No. 5,466,276 to Sato et al., have been fully considered and are persuasive. Specifically, 
the Examiner concurs that neither Ogura et al. and Kosco taken as a whole, nor Ogura et al. and 
Sato taken as a whole, suggest that the hardness of the swirler is less than the hardness of the 
valve member, or that the swirler wears but the valve memberdoes not wear when they contact 
each other. The rejections of claims 1 and 4-19 have been withdrawn.
